Other circuits were hehl in readiness. 


From Manila west the cable was trans: 


tnitted via tbo Northern Teleeraph com- 
pany lines across Siberia and Russia and 
direct from Liverpool to Oyster Bay. 
.The cable is nearly nine thousand 
miles long and cost approximately thir- 
teen million dollars, including two re- 
pair ships at three hundred thousand 
dollars each. 


The cable is laii in four sections; San 


Francisco to Honolulu, Honolulu to 
Midway, Midway to Gaum, Gaum to 
Manila. 


In commemoration of this event, the 


Postal Telegraph-Cable company has 
adopted a new trade mark on its newly 
issued telegraph blanks, being shown 
above. The device represents in a small 
space the comprehensive and far reach- 
ing telegraph system, which will endure 
as a fitting monument to the late John 
W. Mackay.

I RAY'S LATEST USE. 


Hides to Be Tanned by New 


Process Using Light. 


WILL MAKE 008T OF SHOES LESS 


'Invention of Cincinnati Men Said to 


Be a Great L>u1»or Saver—Work of 
Four Month* Under Prevent Method 
Will Be Done In Two Hour* Under 
New. 
The discovery of a process of tan- 


ning by moans of which hides can be 
transformed into leather in a short 
time by the use of the X ray is the re- 
sult of four months of experimenting 
and will be the first application of the 
X ray to an industrial use, sajs a dis- 
patch from Cincinnati to the New 
York Herald. Heretofore the ray has 
been valuable only to the medical fra- 
ternity, but the invention of Cincinnati 
men opens the way for it to become 
an important factor iu the commercial 
world. 


The hides will lie soaked in lime for 


the separation of the fibers and re- 
moval of the hair as is done now. 
When this has been completed, which 
usually requires about four days, the 
hides will be soaked in a solution of 
certain chemicals, a part of the inven- 
tion, for about two hours and will then 
be exposed to the X rays for about fif- 
teen or twenty minutes, after which 


HAVE seen ghosts, have talke'd 
with them aud may do so at any 
time.

In recent lec- 
tures delivered at the Athenaeum m 
Chicago he dwelt at considerable length 
upon the subject of spooks. 


"The astral impression is the most 


common kiud of ghost," Mr. Leadbe.it- 
er said last weeK, "It may be either 
seen or heard. Visible it may be the 
specter of a ship or tram wreck, a holo- 
caust, a destructive volcanic eruption 
or any scene in which great stress of 
emotion has existed. 


"The first ghost I ever encountered 


was an audible astral impression. I did 
not see it, but I well remember the 
fright it gave me at the time. I was on 
a lonely highway near London. I was 
tramping toward home one dismal, 
dreary midnight, with the thought of 
the tragedies and crimes of the centu- 
ries of London's history keying up my 
fear. 


"When I reached a turn in the road, 


I was startled by the sound of feet 
pattering on the roadway in the dis- 
tance. I thought, 'Here is a person suf- 
fering some great fright,' and I shook 


fell upon the room. I heard the faint 
rustling of a garment and an instant 
later felt two cold and clammy hands 
close upon my throat. 


"I jumped fiom the seat and strove 


to free myself, I clutched at the hands, 
but they were not material. The ghost 
was throttling me. I felt niy breath 
going, and I was heartsick. I fought 
around and arouud the room, and all 
the time those clammy fingers held me 
in a viselike grip. 


"I Wed to ery_eut. My hands bent at 


the ghostly hands at my throat, ai.d I 
was rapidly becoming exhausted. Ev- 
ery second seemed an age. I lived an 
eternity every minute, and yet I had 
no hope of being able to release myself. 
My whole frame shook like an aspen 
leaf, my temples throbbed, and my 
heart grew heavy as lead. Yet the only 
souad to break the unearthly stillness 
of the night was ccy own scuffling and 
gasping. 


"This fight against an invisible spirit 


kept up until I reached the open door. 
With one terrific lunge I threw myself

employed at present. 


The value of the invention consists 


in the exposition of the soaked hides to 
the rays. The present process of soak- 
ing the leather in vats requires about 
four months, so that the chemicals 
may penetrate every fiber of the skin. 
Under the new system the chemicals 
absorbed by the hides during the two 
hours' soaking are decomposed by the 
X rays in less than half an hour. Ev- 
ery molecule is thoroughly penetrated, 
and the leather is ns perfect as any 
tanned by the old process Prominent 
and large tanning concerns and loather 
experts have tested the product and 
say that it is the equal of any other 
leather. 


After the hides have bepn soaked in 


the solution they are put on u highly 
polishod steel plate, and a series of 
three tubes diffuse the rays upon their 
entire surface. They remain in this 
state for about twenty minutes, when 
they are ready to finish as usual into 
enamel, patent leather or any desired 
article. The groat difficulty with which 
tho inventors met was to obtain a rny 
sufficiently strong to penetrate the en- 
tire hide. The discovery of Sheldel's 
coll led them to further experiment 
and gave them a ray powerful enough 
to photograph a hand after the ray 
had been passed through a city direc- 
tory, an oak board and the hide in- 
tended to be tanned. This gave abso- 
lute proof that they will bo able to 
tan about twenty hides at one tlm«, 
lying one upon the other. 


Not only will this new process reduce 


the time necessary for tanning from 
four months to four days, but it will 
also reduce the cost of manufacture 
fully 73 per cent. More than that it 
will be possible to fit up a plant neces- 
sary for the working of the process at 
about one-fourth the cost of erecting a 
plant under the present system, and all 
skilled labor will be dispensed with, 
not even an electrician being necessary 
once the plant la in operation. 


The applications for patents and for- 


eign rights are now being made, and 
as soon as they have been granted the 
plant and the process will be put to 
commercial use.

experiments which resulted In their 
valuable discover/ by the chemical »f- 
fect of the X rays In the process of 
photography.

For the Mew Tork Central Undev 
the Direction of the Bureau of For- 
eiitry. 
The question of wood for railway 


cross ties has been growing more and 
more of a question for some years and 
the hunters have already absolutely 
stripped certain sections of the south 
and west of timber suitable for this 
puipose, or, indeed, for any purpose. 
The New York Central Railroad com- 
pany, which buys 2,000,000 hard pine 
trees per annum for its tracks, and 
gets them from the south, is now set- 
ting on foot experiments with the pur- 
pose of discovering whether under 
some treatment the beech, maple and 


j birch of the Adiroiulacks cannot be 


made to take the place of the southern 
haul pine, which is growing scarce and 
expensive, says the New York Times. 


The company has asked the bureau 


of forestry of the department of agri- 
culture to conduct for it during the 
summer critical tests in this matter. 
The experiments will be begun by the 
purchase by the railroad each month of 
2,000 native hard wood trees, which, 
after seasoning and treatment, will be 
laid in the company's tracks. Dr. Her- 
mann Von Schronk, an expert on lim- 
ber preservation, will be in charge un- 
der the direction of the bureau of for- 
estry, and th.e experiments may lead 
to the ultimate entire substitution of 
the Adirondack woods for the south- 
ern. 


The life of a cross tie of tlie hard 


pine now used is about five years, 
while an untreated beech or birch tie 
placed in tho ground rots so rapidly 
that the tracks would be constantly 
torn up in the routine business of re- 
placing the ties which were past 
service. 


A conservative estimate of the hard 


pine remaining in the south is 137,000,- 
000,000 feet. 
As far back as 1900 


10,000,000,000 feet were cut in a single 
year, and the demand and consump- 
tion have increased each year since. 
The birch, beech and maple of the Adi- 
rondack are plentiful, cheap and con- 
venient, and for the most part useless 
at p"resent, since they do not pay for 
cutting. Moreover, the hard pine Is a 
wood needed for finer uses than that 
of railway cross ties, so that the find- 
ing of a cheaper substitute la almost

It is pointed out also that the cat- 


ting of the larger beech, birch and ma- 
ple trees will give more room for the 
growth of -the more valuable spruce, 
DOW crowded out by the others. 


As to the success of tbe experiment, 


the problem resolves Itself Into'finding 
a process of preservation sufficiently 
cheap. 
Already abroad In France 


cross ties impregnated with tar oils are 
used and last as many as thirty years, 
but this process Is very expensive and 
would not at the present time Justify, 
from the railroad's standpoint of busi- 
ness, the change from the hard pine. 
The method to be tried by the New 
York Central Is one of Impregnation 
with salts. 


The destruction of oak timber for 


ties has gone-as far as that of hard 
pine for the same purpose, and the em- 
ployment of oak for such base use, 
when the demand for fine wood Is so 
great and growing, is as wasteful as 
that of pine. Other railways than the 
New York Central have been forced to 
look for cheaper material, and the Bur- 
lington has instituted tests of a cheap 
pine "lodge pole" as a substitute for 
the bull pine now used by it 
Lodge 


pole pine exists in great abundance In 
the Rocky mountains, and may be ex- 
pected to furnish to the western roads 
what the Adirondacks will furnish to 
the New York Central. 


Another company which Is seeking 


a means of making a cheaper timber 
available is the American Telegraph 
and Telephone company, which designs 
to give cedar and chestnut poles some 
treatment which will prolong the life 
of the wood. 


The bearing of these experiments on 


the general question of scientific for- 
estry is obvious, for the plan of the 
New York Central railway not only 
seeks to preserve for finer uses a 
dwindling supply, but contemplates In 
the use of the new supply a scientific 
and economic system very different 
from the methods usually followed by 
the "people all over the country who 
make a business of furnishing cross 
ties to the adjacent railways. 


Hew Telescope for RarvttrA. 


Plans have been drawn by W. P. 


Gerrish for a new twenty-five inch re- 
fleeing telescope for the Harvard As- 
trbntttnical observatory, wiiich will be 
mounted and ready for use in the pho- 
tographic department next fall, says a 
Boston special to the New York Times. 
The telescope will have many new fea- 
tures and will be much more powerful 
than any In use nt the present time. 


A NEW FISH IN BOSTON. 


at Cliathnm and Believed to 


Have Strayed Over From Italy. 
A most peculiar fish came to Boston 


from Chatham the other day, says the 
New York Times. In appearance it is 
something like a handsaw flsh and its 
color is similar to the silver gray of a 
Spanish mackerel. It weighs prob- 
ably ten pounds and is about three feet 
long. The flsh has a long fln that ex- 
tends from one end to the other on top 
of its body, but it has no tail and no 
under fins. Tho body is round and 
slender and the skin smooth and soft

Hundreds of women and children 


hare been sold for $2 each in Kwangsi, 
China, by their starving husbands and 
fathers, according to a report on the 
famine which has Just come ,to the 
state department at Washington from 
the United States consul at Canton, 
Mr. Me Wade. Unless the, rice crops of 
July, August and September are plea 
tiful, he adds, the distress, now slightly 
alleviated by American missionaries 
and others, will continue in all its In' 
tensity. 


At certain mission chapels in Kwang- 


si thousands of natives are given a lit- 
tle food each day—as much as the mis- 
sionaries are able to give—and in some 
places the gentry give the poor throe 
ounces office per day. The emperor's 
temple at one place was given over to 
the poor. Mr. McWade appeals to the 
people of the United States for help 
and says that contributions can be 
sent to him through the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Banking corporation, the 
Guaranty Trust company of New- 
York and the International Bunking 
corporation of the same city. The con- 
sul several weeks ago telegraphed the 
department that in certain parts of 
Kwangsi the bodies of dead victims of 
the famine were eaten by the suffer- 
ers.
